ANNUAL REPORT — FISCAL YEAR 1967 - 68 


(The Universities Act, 1966, requires, in section 70, that the Universities 
Commission submit a report annually to the Minister of Education, to be 
tabled during the next session of the Legislature, covering each fiscal 
year, viz. April 1 to March 31 next following. It also requires that reports 
from each university be submitted.) 


A. THE UNIVERSITIES COMMISSION 


1. Origin and Functions 


The 1966-67 Report included statements covering the origin and 
functions of the Commission. Subject to the items listed below under 
Legislation, the statements in that Report were still valid in respect of the 
year reported upon herein. 


2. Composition and Staff 


a) During the year 1967-68 two members of the Commssion re- 
signed, Mr. L. A. Thorssen to become Chairman of the Board 
of Governors, University of Calgary, and Dr. E. P. Scarlett be- 
cause of ill health. Both served with great interest and made 
valuable contributions to the deliberations and work of the 
Commission. They were succeeded by Mr. W. D. C. Mackenzie 
and Judge A. J. Cullen, respectively, both of Calgary. 


b) The Commission staff remained unchanged from those reported 
previously. 


3. Meetings 


Eleven meetings of the Commission were held during the year. Of 
these two were held in Calgary, one in Lethbridge and the remainder in 
Edmonton. 


4. Legislation 


The Universities Act was amended at the 1967 session of the Legis- 
lature. Most amendments were for clarification or of a minor nature. The 
following were of special significance: 


a) The power of appointment of a President of a university was 
transferred from the Lieutenant Governor in Council to the Board 
of Governors. The salary paid a president is subject to approval 
by the Universities Commission. 


b) The Senate of a university was declared to be a corporation. 


c) Extensive powers were given to the Commission to borrow 
money for the capital purposes of the universities, subject to 
the approval of the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council. Provision 
was made for such borrowings to be guaranteed by the Province 
of Alberta, both principal and interest. 


(The 1968 session of the Legislature changed the name of the 
Universities Commission to The Alberta Universities Commission. It also 
gave the Commission additional powers in respect of the establishment 
of faculties and schools by a university.) 


5. Business Transacted 


a) Academic Matters 
i) The development of a provincial academic plan and the in- 


tegration of individual university plans therewith continued to 
have attention. The fact that numerous bodies have powers 
in this respect, or interests therein, makes progress slow. 
Some steps were taken in the direction of developing a co- 
operative and combined effort. 


ii) Considerable attention was given to the matter of graduate 


study expansion, especially regarding doctoral programs and 
others involving considerable expense, with a view to avoid- 
ing, as stated in The Universities Act, ‘undesirable or un- 
necessary duplication”. Pending the effecting of other co- 
operative arrangements which were under discussion with 
the Co-ordinating Council, each university reported proposed 
expansions of graduate study offerings to the Chairman of 
the Commission who consulted with the other university en- 
gaged in graduate work as to desirability and necessity. 


iii) During the year there arose a proposal for the establishing 


of instruction in architecture in Alberta. Three questions 
ensued: 


(a) Was it needed in view of the schools already serving western 
Canada? 


(b) If needed what sort of program was desirable? 


(c) Where should it be located? 
The Commission made a grant to the Co-ordinating Council 
for the purpose of the making of a study by a committee of 
interested parties. At the end of the year discussions were 
still in progress. 


iv) 


The provision of some fairly elaborate educational television 
facilities and programs was endorsed for the University of 
Calgary, especially in connection with the Education Building 
under construction. The University obtained some gift funds 
to assist in this regard. 


The Chairman continued to be a member of the group repre- 
sentative of governments and universities in the prairie 
provinces known as the Inter-Provincial Committee on Uni- 
versity Rationalization. This Committee to date has served 
largely as a clearing house for information relative to expand- 
ing services. Attempts to achieve formal integrations have 
not yet been productive of much success. 


b) University Budgeting 


In 


consultation with the universities further refinements were 


made in the budgeting process with a view to advancing the 
times of submission of budgets and of the reaching of decisions 
in relation thereto. 


c) Level of Support of Current Operations 
i) The University and College Assistance Act continued to pro- 


vide that the universities should be provided with funds on 
the basis of a sum per full-time student, as defined in The 
Act, the total becoming a pool to be apportioned among the 
universities by the Universities Commission. 


— — 


The 1966-67 Annual Report set forth in Appendix | the 
formula adopted in 1966-67 which was applicable to 1967-68. 
This has also been included as Appendix | in the current 
Report. There are three factors to be borne in mind: 


A. That to meet special circumstances the Universities of 
Alberta and Calgary received certain ‘‘first call’? sums 
before the allocation by formula took place; 


B. That the formula attaches weightings to students in 
various Courses or programs to provide greater support 
where greater expense is entailed; 


C. That during its initial year of operation the University of 
Lethbridge was dealt with as a special case, outside the 
formula, with intent to bring it within as soon as possible. 


The level of support provided by statute for 1967-68 was 
$2,315 per full-time student. 


In dealing, in 1967-68, with the level and allocation for 1968- 
69, the Commission, following discussions with the universi- 
ties, made representations to the Government. In due course 
it was advised that the 1968-69 level of support would be 
$2,440 per full-time student. 


Following this decision, the universities entered into discus- 
sion among themselves regarding fee increases, and made 
a proposal to the Commission which approved the following 
new schedule:

In the case of the University of Lethbridge the approved rate 
was $200 per semester. 


The procedures and formula decided upon for apportionment 
for 1968-69 were essentially the same as those applicable to 
1967-68, except that some steps were taken to begin bring- 
ing the University of Lethbridge under the formula. 


The 1967-68 grant to Lethbridge was such as to provide a 
per enrolment unit level of support which was 53% greater 
than that provided to the other universities collectively. To 
bring Lethbridge on formula, the Commission decided that, 
over the next four years, the following declining bonus multi- 
plier would be applied to that University’s enrolment units: 


1968 - 69 41% 
71969'=70 30% 
1970-71 20% 


TOP = se 10% 


While the Commission can at any time adjust or change this 
formula in the light of circumstances and experience, it 
deemed it wise to establish as a policy that the University 
of Lethbridge should in the not too distant future be sup- 
ported at the same level, per enrolment unit, as the other 
universities. 


d) Salary Scales 


~_— 


Pursuant to the requirements of The Universities Act academic 
salary scales were approved. Separate scales for librarians were 
approved for library staffs for the three universities appropriate 
to their different organizations. 


A salary scale for instructional staffs of the Universities 
of Alberta and Calgary was approved, applicable to the next 
fiscal year, as follows:

The Commission declined to approve a higher scale sub- 
mitted by the University of Lethbridge, which accepted the 
uniform scale. 


Academic Pension Plan 


A pension plan adopted by the University of Lethbridge for its 
academic staff was approved by the Commission. 


Capital Funds 


The Commission and its staff devoted much time to the matter 
of allocation of capital funds. Early in 1967 the Government 
announced that it would make available to the universities over 
a five-year period, inclusive of 1967-68, the sum of $175,000,000 
for capital purposes, including land and equipment. The Com- 
mission was charged with the responsibility of allocating it 
among the universities. 


From the outset the universities contended that the sum 
would be inadequate, having regard to enrolment growth and 
certain commitments in respect of medical education. Eventu- 
ally two modifications of the plan were announced by the 
Government: 


i) A raising of the total sum to $185,000,000 of which $35,000,000 
was to be spent on medical education; 


ii) Provision of matching grants, dollar for dollar, to be beyond 
the $185,000,000, equaling moneys raised by public subscrip- 
tion for capital purposes, providing these come within the 
scope of the document outling the terms. 


The Commission ultimately arrived at an allocation, sub- 
ject to the right of review in the light of developments and 
experience, based upon the following factors: ‘ 


A. The space inventory and degree of adequacy of physical 
plant at the beginning of the period, it being arranged for 
the inventory to be taken under the supervision of an in- 
dependent party; 


B. Obsolescence, especially on the Edmonton campus; 
C. Prospective growth of student bodies; 


D. Distribution of students by type of program and their rele- 
vant building and equipment needs; 


E. Commitments made and projects actually under way, par- 
ticularly major utility and land purchase commitments. 


g) Borrowings 


Pursuant to the authority given by an amendment to The Uni- 
versities Act, the Commission borrowed $20,000,000 by way of 
debenture. The proceeds were paid over to the Government of 
Alberta to cover expenditures which had been made from current 
funds for university purposes.

University of Lethbridge 


This University became operational on July 1, 1967. The Com- 
mission devoted much time to its affairs including the provision 
of temporary facilities on the campus of Lethbridge Junior 
College where it continued to operate. 


There ensued an extended series of discussions involving 
the University, the City of Lethbridge, the Commission, and the 
Government, as to the ultimate siting of the University. In due 
course, the decision was reached to build on a site made avail- 
able by the City of Lethbridge on the west bank of the Oldman 
River. Planning was then commenced for the laying out of a 
campus. 

Other information regarding the University of Lethbridge 
will be found elsewhere in this report and in the University’s 
report. 


i) Additional Facilities —- Edmonton Area 


As indicated in the 1966-67 Report, the decision was 
reached by the Government at about the commencement of the 
year, herein reported upon, not to proceed at the present time 
with an additional university facility in or near Edmonton. This 
necessitated some change of plans in respect of the University 
of Alberta to which the previously announced ceiling of 18,000 
ceased to apply. 


No significant further steps were taken in this regard 
but with continued acceleration of enrolment a problem still 
remained. In some degree it was tied in with decisions relative 
to junior or community college developments which were in a 
formative stage. 


6. Commission Finances 
The Balance Sheet, Statement of Revenue and Expenditure, State- 
ment of Trust Fund Operations, and the Report of the Provincial Auditor 
are shown as Appendix Il. 
The operating expenses of the Commission (exclusive of contra 
accounts) for the fiscal year amounted to $120,692.32, producing an 
operating surplus of $33,749.11. 


___ Moneys continued to come to the Commission under The Ultimate 
Heir Act. These are held in trust with the revenues going to the uni- 
versities for student aid and research purposes. 


The total amounts received in 1967-68 were capital $82,662.03 
and income $58,182.78. 


The amounts paid to the universities were:

This high level of distribution was due to the repayment to the 
universities of the accumulated income surplus which was contained in 
the escheated estate assets transferred by the University of Alberta to 
the Commission. 


B. THE UNIVERSITY YEAR IN REVIEW 


Individual reports of the Universities of Alberta, Calgary, and Leth- 
bridge are separately prepared and submitted. However, there follows 
here a consolidation of some of the more relevant data applicable thereto. 
it should be borne in mind that although the University of Lethbridge 
came into legal existence on January 1, 1967 it did not commence opera- 
tions until July 1 of that year. At that time it took over that staff of the 
Lethbridge Junior College which had been engaged in teaching university 
level classes. 


The university year 1967-68 was characterized by the same sort 
of accelerated growth that has obtained for a number of years. New 
peaks were reached in respect of student enrolments, staff employed, 
money spent, degrees conferred, and almost any aspect of university 
operations that might be examined.

In all the above, reference is made to persons on the payrolls of 
the universities. In addition there were a number of personnel who worked 
on research grants from outside sources. In the main they were outside 
the instructional processes of the universities and hence would not influ- 


ence student/faculty ratios.

The year 1966-67 was the last in which the universities received 
grants from the Federal Government. Under new fiscal arrangements the 
Province received, commencing in 1967-68, a new form of federal reim- 
bursement, being 50% of the cost of approved forms of expenditure on 
post-secondary education. This change should be kept in mind in ex- 
amining the following table which summarizes various forms of revenue 
received by the universities. The tuition fee structure remained unchanged 
in 1967-68.

5. Finance - Capital 


University capital spending in 1967-68, exclusive of expenditures 
on library books, amounted to $54,597,000, $45,393,000 of which was via 
Provincial Government capital grants. (This compares with $36,653,000 
and $35,080,000, the corresponding figures for 1966-67.)

For the year 1967-68, the Legislature provided capital funds of 
$50,000,000 for Alberta and Calgary. The Commission allotted $27,590,000 
of this to Alberta and the remainder, $22,410,000, to Calgary. Later in the 
year, the Government provided capital funds of $728,000 for Lethbridge. 
Comparing the allotments to the actual expenditures, it is seen that Alberta 
underspent by $144,000, Calgary underspent by $5,219,000, and Lethbridge 
overspent by $28,000. 


The universities spent $2,183,000 on library books ($1,366,000 at 
Alberta, $692,000 at Calgary, and $125,000 at Lethbridge), all of which 
was provided out of current revenues and capitalized. 


The book value of all fixed assets at the universities as at March 
31, 1968 was $211,855,000. 


In 1967-68 the Alberta universities had about 2,718,500 square feet 
of net assignable non-residential space at their disposal as compared 
with 2,199,000 square feet in 1966-67. In terms of assignable square 
feet per student, the corresponding figures were 146 for 1967-68 and 
141 for 1966-67. In terms of gross square feet of non-residential building 
space, the universities in 1967-68 averaged 243 square feet per student, 
as compared to 248 square feet per student in the previous year. This is 
Coe is needed for efficient operation, particularly at the University 
of Alberta. 


The statutes require that all construction projects be approved by 
the Universities Commission and the Capital Development Committee, 
which was established by The University and College Assistance Act. 
The latter body is comprised of three members of the Executive Council 
and three from the Commission. Capital projects approved during 1967-68 
were:

6. Miscellaneous 

Several other areas of university operations in 1967-68 are of 
interest: 

a) The amounts received by way of research grants (‘assisted re- 
search’) continued to show a marked increase, with $7,962,000 being 
received, as compared with $5,839,000 in 1966-67. By far the most important 
contributors were departments and agencies of the Federal Government; 
they contributed $5,887,000 in 1967-68 as compared with $3,889,000 in 
4966-67. These funds are outside the universities’ regular operating 
budgets. 


b) The universities continued to contribute a fairly substantial por- 
tion of their operating revenues toward financial aid to students, both in 
the form of direct grants and of payments for services performed. In the 
former category, some $955,000 was provided (1966-67 = $698,000) while 
in the latter, about $3,019,000 was paid out (1966-67 = $2,473,000). 
“Services performed” were primarily by Graduate Teaching Assistants, 
Graduate Research Assistants, and Graduate Service Assistants. 


c) The number of courses offered by the universities continued to 
show steady increases. The table below gives a short summary of this:

d) The number of volumes in the universities’ library holdings 
showed a marked increase, 1967-68 vs. 1966-67, rising from about 778,000 
to 981,000 volumes. In terms of volumes per full-time student the increase 
was from about 50 volumes to about 53. It should be pointed out that 
the Alberta index, volumes per student, is still substantially below the level 
of many other major universities such as the University of Toronto. 


In reading the above comparisons it should be remembered 
that the University of Lethbridge is included in the 1967-68 figures but not 
in the 1966-67 figures.
